CARBO reported orally that: 


a* Siaoni baa written a letter to Rapp and Schmidt stating that 
it is very difficult for Siaoni to go to Torgau to see CARCARAHA* 

Various reasons were given* CARBO noted that the real reason is 
Sinonl’s fear that the Coumlet authorities will think that Simon! 
is taking too much interest in CARCARAKA’a affairs, may think that 
he is really working for CADROIT* s (and CARBOHYDRATE* s) interests).

In connection with the Burkhardt case in para 1 above, CARB3 
noted that CABROIT 1 a usage of the torn "stricken" (gestrichen) of a 
Mitarbeiter rittamtetaqoa implied something somewhat derogatory, i.e, 
the MA was not useful any longer for some reason (failure to maintain 
contact, doubts re political reliability, etc.). CARBO feared that

W. Germany. This does not automatically mean in CADROIT practice that 
the man will be striokeni Mm ^decision is made as to whether or should 
be kept as a *¥est MA or not. This discussion seemed to resolve itself 
into a matter of semantics. It is enougfoto note that when CADROIT 
notes that an East MA has fled from the DDR, it does not automatically 
follow that he la strickm on CADROIT 1 s book*— he may become a Rest MA 
(but not automatically— such a matter is the result of ad hoc decision).

to make the trace as a routine matter, just as many of the trace/ requests 
which came from IHH CL^7ar« started by requests to C (CARff>0 
would take this to mean mn either that the trace request was really 
a minor matter concerning the source of which Cl JZ was actually 
unfamiliar»dK or £L_3 was unwilling to disclose tne source and 
reasons for the request). CARBO aoneared to be satisfied with the 
answer. Results to be given -H C -H recommends no more 
probing on this matter unless a peg for his info/request is provided
